October 28.—First 
authentic information that the move 
started here one year ago to bring 
another huge cotton mill to Gaines- 
ville was disclosed here tonight as 
local citizens sat enthralled and liter- 
ally spellbound as the plans for the 
mill were outlined by the treasurer of 
the firm that will locate here. 

At a chamber of commerce banquet 
Charles A. McCormick, treasurer of 


the Chicopee Manufacturing company, 
of Chicopee Falls,, Mass., officially 
announced the definite plans made dy 
the board of directors of the corpora- 
tion for the establishment of the first 


3,000 Spindles. 

The arrangements covering the pur- 
chase of 5,400 acres of ground, located 
four and one-half miles south of 
Gainesyille are practically complete, 
and it is the intention of the com- 
pany to erect upon’ this site a one- 
story modern cotton mill equipped with 
50,000 spindles and 1,200 automatic 
looms and in additiog a village to con- 
sist of 400 modern houses for em- 
ployees, with all the latest sanitary 
improvements, Mr. McCormick stated. 

The initial expenditure will amount 
to between three and five million dol- 
lars and other units will follow. Mr.

Washington, October 18.—(United 
News.)—Influenced by the sharp drop 
in cotton prices due to overproduc-. 
tion, the general level of farm prices 
has fallen 13 points below last COe- 
tober, and is only 10 points above the 
farm price level of October, 1921, 
when agriculture was suffering from 
a heavy depression. 

from September 15 to October 15 
the general farm price level dropped 
from 134 to 130 of the pre-war level. 
Cotton and cotton seed prices alone 
fell from 134 to 94 per cent of the 
pre-war average during the month. 

“The downward swing in the mar- 
ket price of cotton.” the report said, 
“has been reflected “by a decline of 
» cents per pound, from 16.8 
to 11.7 cents, in the farm price of 
cotton from September 15 to October 
% This brings the farm price of 
cotton below the five-year pre-war 
average of 12.1 cents for October. 
Cotton is now in about the same rela- 
live position when compared with pre- 
War prices as corn, oats and barley 
during the past year and with apples

‘The farm price of oats and barley 
advanced in face of a further decline 
in corn prices; wheat and rye showed 
small price gains. The sharp rise in 
the market price of hogs between 
September and October 15 was not 
accompanied by a similar advance in 
the farm price as is usually the case. 
It is possible that cholera losses are 
forcing local buyers to discount the 
market price more than is usually 
necessary.”
